He mentions that Count Gonfalonieri 
vas liberated at the emperor's death tn 1835, 
and sent to the United States, from whenee he 
returned to Austria. There, broken down by 
sorrow end suffering, he wandered about for a 
few years, and died at Urian, pied de St. 
Gothard, December, 1846. He wrote to his 
friend Count Andryane from New York; 
“Ou'il etait comme i’ombre d'un trepasse, er- 
rant sur ja terre etrs nger aux j les, AUX agita- 
tions, et presque, a tout les interete de eett- 
vie.’ Count Andryan adds the touching in- 
ec‘dentthat for atime Count ;onfalonieri wa:
